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Dr. Rebecca Oxford — Passionate 
In Education and Social Equity 


“After college I taught high 
school in Florida and helped inte- 
grate the schools. At first it was 
only one or two black kids per 
school,” Dr. Rebecca L. Oxford, 
who is originally from Jacksonville, 
Fla., recalls. Oxford, a profes- 
sor at the University of Maryland 
(UM), is an international leader 
in language education and recipi- 
ent of the 2002 TESOL Lifetime 
Achievement Award, which states, 
“her research on language learning 
strategies has changed the way 
the world teaches languages.” A 
Greenbelt resident, Oxford uses 
her expertise in teaching, public 
speaking and research psychology 
to advocate for social justice. 

A South African colleague, 
Carisma Nel, comments, “She 
has a magnetic personality, razor- 
sharp mind and vision for taking 
important fields of research to a 
higher level. She has excelled 
both in practice and in building 
theory, something only a few 
academics achieve.” She recently 
received the 2007-2008 Univer- 
sity of Maryland Distinguished 
Scholar-Teacher Award, along with 
Lindley Darden, another Greenbelt 
resident. 

Oxford received two degrees in 
Russian from Vanderbilt Universi- 
ty and Yale University and two in 
educational psychology including 
a master’s from Boston University 
and a doctorate from the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina.

She moved to Mary- 
land seven years ago to 
work at UM as a pro- 
fessor and director of 
the Second Language 
Education program. 
Regarding Greenbelt 
she says, “I like the 
community atmosphere 
in Old Greenbelt and 
I like Greenbelt as a 
whole, since there is a 
central hub. You get 
to know your neigh- 
bors here and we have in back of 
our house woods, where we can 
take the dog out for a beautiful 
walk.” 

Oxford has published more 
than 160 articles and chapters and 
is completing her seventh book, 
“Language Learning Strategies: 
Toward Self-Regulated Learning 
for Empowerment.” 

Oxford states, “Teaching meth- 
ods have changed a great deal. 
In the past, instruction focused on 
teachers and teaching methods. 
Everyone dealt with one method 
and students were supposed to 
adapt. If they didn’t, teachers 
assumed there was something 
wrong with the student. In the 
mid-1970s there was an increase 
in interest in the learner and be- 
tween the 1980s and 90s educators 
started recognizing that individual 
people learn differently.” 

Oxford continues, “I deal with 
the brightest of the bright, doc-

toral level students, 
often the ones who 
have had a confluence 
of helpful conditions 
through their lives 
and education. I also 
deal with those really 
struggling in public 
schools. I have con- 
cerns for Latinos and 
blacks who have about 
a 38 to 50 percent (of- 
ten unreported) drop 
out rate nationwide. I 
am dedicated to help change that 
situation and find ways to do it. 
One way is waking up people 
with lectures and courses. Anoth- 
er way is through research. Most 
often we teach math and science 
in English but some students don’t 
know English. 

I am concerned about giving 
students tools to do well. I don’t 
want to stack the deck against 
them. I don’t have all the answers 
but I want to work with people and 
not accept the status quo.” 

When asked what her hope 
for ESL teaching in the states 1s, 
Oxford replies, “My hope 1s that 
it will offer prosperity and social 
equity to people who are coming 
here as immigrants without their 
losing their native culture in the 
process. I am interested in the 
dominant culture starting to pay 
attention to the knowledge and 
abilities of people coming here. 
I’m very passionate about this.”

Council and GEAC Review 
Greenbelt East Issues

Greenbelt City Council and 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin met with representatives of 
GEAC (Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Committee) for an annual 
stakeholder session on Thurs- 
day, March 1 at the Hunting 
Ridge Condominium Community 
Building. GEAC representatives 
attending included Chairman 
Sheldon Goldberg of Windsor 
Green, Vice-Chair Dorothy Pyles 
of Greenbriar, Treasurer Charlene 
McAdams of Greenwood Vil- 
lage, James Mayburg and Kay 
Moomey of Hunting Ridge and 
Dave Majo of Greenbelt Lake 
Village. 

Brian Madison, representing 
Ath District County Councilmem- 
ber Ingrid Turner, also attended. 

Windsor Green resident Derek 
Thompson provided GEAC and 
council an update on a fam- 
ily of bills being considered by 
the Maryland General Assembly 
based on the recommendations of 
a 2006 Maryland Task Force on 
common ownership communities 
(COCs). Thompson has been 
providing testimony on behalf

of the task force. The bills deal 
with a variety of issues to COCs 
such as establishing a mechanism 
for the receivership of non-func- 
tioning associations, transferring 
control of a homeowner asso- 
ciation from developers to the 
residents and the placement of 
priority liens on homeowners in 
arrears on COC assessments. 

Another bill would create a 
COC ombudsman’s office in the 
Maryland Department of Labor, 
Licensing and Regulation. The 
ombudsman would be charged 
with answering and processing 
complaints from residents and 
boards, providing education pro- 
grams, maintaining a collection 
of model association documents 
and maintaining a central registry 
of COCs. 

As 1s customary for council 
stakeholder sessions, the city 
manager had prepared a brief 
status report covering about 15 
items of concern to GEAC that 
served as an agenda for the meet- 
ing. Because GEAC is a com-

For Greenway Village Apts.

The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil will meet next Wednesday, 
March 14 with representatives of 
Greenway Village Apartments to 
discuss the new owner’s plan for 
redeveloping the property. The 
worksession will be held at 8 
p.m. in the Community Center. 

Greenway Village compris- 
es 320 units in the 7200 block 
of Hanover Parkway, south of 
Greenbelt Road. The apartment 
development is located outside 
the corporate limits of Greenbelt. 
The project has recently been 
renamed The Hanover and new 
signs erected. This matter was 
also discussed at a council stake- 
holder meeting within the Green- 
belt East Advisory Committee. 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin reported that the new owner 
is currently updating the existing 
buildings. Improvements are to 
be made to the facades, indoor 


and exterior lighting, playgrounds 
and security cameras. 

At a meeting on December 13, 
2006, Larry Taub, attorney for 
O’Malley Miles Nylen & Gilm- 
ore, told the council that Federal 
Capital Partners had purchased 
the Greenway Village Apartments 
in the summer of 2006. Discus- 
sion between representatives of 
the apartments and the city’s 
planning staff have been held. 

The land is zoned R-18, which 
includes multi-family, mid-rise 
buildings. The new owners are 
considering some senior citizen 
housing which will require a 
special exception. At the previ- 
ous meeting Taub observed that 
because the special exception pro- 
cess is a lengthy one, the owners 
requested the city’s approval for a 
text amendment, usually a quicker

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State’s Attorney G. Ivey 
Discusses Crime Issues

The Greenbelt City Council 
stakeholder meeting with Glenn F. 
Ivey, State’s Attorney for Prince 
George’s County, took place on 
February 21. Mayor Judith Da- 
vis and Councilmembers Leta 
Mach, Edward Putens, Rodney 
Roberts and Konrad Herling; City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin; 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran; Captain Thomas Kemp, 
Patrol Division Commander of 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
(GPD); and Silke Pope, as chair 
of the Public Safety Advisory 
Committee, represented the city. 

Kemp reported that the police 
department enjoys a “great rela- 
tionship” with the Office of the 
State’s Attorney. He provided 
an update for Ivey on the police 
department’s activities, reporting 
that robberies have increased, 
although the rate of closure re- 
mains high, and that auto thefts 
have decreased. 

Davis began the discussion by 
asking Ivey if there was anything 
the police department or city 
needed to know from his office. 
Ivey reported that crime was 
down, in large part due to work 
by local police departments and 
that he intended to build on those 
efforts this year through expand- 
ing the role of his office. 

This expansion would increase 
community prosecution efforts, he 
said, particularly through some 
grants to be used in the Hyatts- 
ville/Langley Park and Suitland 
areas, to serve as a point of con- 
tact for the community and aid 
him in identifying issues requir- 
ing attention. 

Crime in Schools 

Another topic of concern was 
crime in schools and truancy. 
Ivey was quick to compliment 
the efforts of Dr. John E. Deasy, 
the new superintendent of Prince 
George’s County Public Schools, 
and explained some new pro- 
grams in the schools, such as 
the use of mediators at Blad- 
ensburg and Largo high schools 
and a high school mentoring 
program created by the University 
of Maryland, which is “working 
well.” Ivey intends to expand 
the mentoring program to at least 
one other county high school. 

Another new program in five 
county schools will be a reading 
partnership designed for second 
grade children. As it uses volun- 
teers for reading instruction and 
for reading to the students, the 
costs of this program are small. 

Members of council added 
that these programs are similar to 
some already in place in Green- 
belt. Mach mentioned a program 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) for at-risk male students 
and Davis noted the efforts of 
Greenbelt CARES. In response 
to a question by Davis, Ivey 
reported that his office is also 
working closely with school re- 
source officers to reduce crime 
in schools. 

Kemp requested assistance 
from Ivey with the problem of 
truancy and suggested a program 
in which truant students are taken 
to their schools by police. Ivey 
admitted that truancy is a “large 
problem all over the county” and 
contributes to crime, especially 
thefts in homes and of cars. He 
reported that pilot programs to 
address truancy at two county 
high schools in 2005 and 2006 
were successful and may be re- 
instated. 


Gangs 

Davis asked Ivey about gang 
activity in the county. Ivey ex- 
plained that three gangs — MS-13, 
the Bloods and the Crips — have 
a “real presence” in this area, 
although aggressive enforcement 
and prosecution have reduced 
their effect. He added that the 
county needs more intervention 
and prosecution efforts. 

Putens asked about pilot pro- 
grams in schools to reduce the 
presence of gangs. Ivey respond- 
ed that more resources are now 
available and that programs are 
expanding. He observed that the 
county needs more multi-racial ac- 
tivities to encourage interactions. 

Kemp reported that a gang- 
resistance program is in place 
at ERHS, adding that the GPD 
investigates the presence of graf- 
fitt of a racial, ethnic or religious 
nature for relation to gang activi- 
ties. In response to a question by 
Davis, Ivey said that witness in- 
timidation is a “huge problem, es- 
pecially in the gang community.” 
He is asking other jurisdictions 
for their approach to this problem 
and hoping that increased use of 
a material witness warrant may 
reduce this problem. 

Resident Keith Bare reported 
the problem of teens congregat- 
ing at libraries, disrupting other 
patrons. He added that in New 
Carrollton a fight that began at 
a library spilled into the parking 
lot, involved a gun and resulted 
in arrests. Ivey said that he 
would look into this problem. 

Davis asked about new devel- 
opments in combating domestic 
violence, especially in light of 
recent spectacular cases in the 
county. Ivey reported that as a 
result of task force recommen- 
dations, programs emphasizing 
outreach to adult women in the 
community and aiding court in- 
terventions are in place. Sheriffs 
are trying to expand their ex- 
pertise in this area also. Kemp 
asked about the cessation of a 
program in which a police-issued 
supplemental document could be 
used in court to aid victims of 
domestic violence. Ivey reported 
that, pending the results of a 
Supreme Court case concerning 
the marital privilege, this assis- 
tance is not available to victims 
at present. 

Cameras 

Herling asked Ivey about the 
effect of surveillance cameras, 
such as those used in Roosevelt 
Center. Ivey replied that, in 
general, such cameras can reduce 
crime and are a good source of 
evidence for prosecution, although 
the “dead zone” of such cameras 
may reduce their benefit. 

Davis voiced the city’s con- 
cerns to Ivey about gas stations 
that sell liquor, noting that re- 
search has shown that at several 
locations in Greenbelt, this com- 
bination has led to an increase 
in criminal activity. She stated 
her disappointment that a bill 
preventing the sale of liquor at 
gas stations did not make it out 
of subcommittee and Ivey replied 
that property rights advocates 
were influential in the bill’s de- 
mise. 

Herling asked Ivey his 
thoughts on how to pursue mak- 
ing Greenbelt an inclusive com- 
munity and Ivey encouraged com- 
munity involvement organizations, 
such as PTAs and organizations 
to involve children. 
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Longtime Greenbelters were 
saddened to learn of the death of 
Patricia Ann Dick, 70, of Chester, 
Pa., on March 2, 2007. She was 
the wife of Ronald M. Dick, a 
former administrative assistant to 
the Greenbelt city manager from 
1963 to 1966. The Dicks were 
pioneer residents of Charlestowne 
Village. Mrs. Dick was the city 
clerk of College Park for four 
years in the 1960s. Besides her 
husband, who is retired from the 
U.S. Postal Service, she is sur- 
vived by three daughters, a son 
and three granddaughters. 

Congratulations to Irene 
Hensel, who just received a 
plaque from GIVES (Greenbelt 
Intergenerational Volunteer Ex- 
change Service) for her outstand- 
ing service.

On Screen 
Almodovar’s Return 


In 2006, Penelope Cruz became the first Spanish actress to be 
nominated for the Best Actress Oscar, for her portrayal of Rai- 
munda in Pedro Almodovar’s “Volver.” The film also won Best 
Screenplay at Cannes, with much of the dialogue coming from 
Almodovar’s childhood. In fact, his sisters helped him recall 
key phrases of their mother and also contributed by preparing 
the food shown in the film. Almodovar tailored the script to 
Penelope Cruz, enabling a return to the working relationship they 
began in “Live Flesh” (1997) and solidified while making “All 
About My Mother” (1999). 

The title is taken from the classic tango, which Raimunda 
sings, invoking the ghost of her mother. That song is linked to 
both happy memories and difficult ones for Raimunda, who in 
this film must confront the things she’d rather forget. Character- 
istically, Almodovar uses color and music to powerful effect in 
this exploration of the mother-daughter relationship.

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E. Roosevelt AP Scores 
Top Nation for Minorities

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School was mentioned twice in 
the “Advanced Placement (AP) 
Report to the Nation: 2007,” 
the College Board’s third an- 
nual analysis of the assessment 
program. The Greenbelt high 
school was cited for having 
the largest number of African 
American students in the coun- 
try scoring at college mastery 
levels in AP chemistry and 
AP physics. Coit Hendley is 
the AP chemistry teacher and 
Yau-Jong Twu teaches the AP 
physics class. 

State Superintendent of 
Schools Nancy Grasmick an- 
nounced that Maryland contin- 
ues to log the greatest increases 
in the nation in the percentage 
of students scoring at college 
mastery levels on rigorous ad- 
vanced placement tests. 

Maryland made the largest 
performance gain over the past 
six years, according to the Col- 
lege Board, which administers 
the AP program. The percent-

age of Maryland students earn- 
ing a score of three or higher 
on AP exams increased 7.9 
percentage points between 2000 
and 2005, from 14.1 percent to 
22 percent. Maryland ranks 


second only to New York in 
the percentage of high school 
students scoring at mastery 
levels (22.7 percent for New 
York, compared to 22 percent 
for Maryland). 


A score of three or better 
on the five-point scale is con- 
sidered a demonstration of col- 
lege mastery, as many colleges 
consider awarding full credit 
for AP results at that level. 

The increase in student par- 
ticipation in AP is taking place 
across the board in Maryland. 
Once again, the College Board 
recognized Maryland for dra- 
matically increasing AP par- 
ticipation among minority stu- 
dents. The new report cites 
the state for increasing Latino 
participation to the point of 
eliminating the “equity gap.”

Harman Is Honored at 90th Birthday Party

Who walks faster than most 
30-40 year olds, has recruited 112 
members in his 52 years of ser- 
vice to the Lion’s Club, was post- 
master for 20 years, has donated 
several pieces to the Archives of 
the University of Maryland and 
his time to the community?

Surrounded by a host of 
family and friends, young and 
old, the celebration for Harman 
opened with a warm welcome 
from friend Donnie Wolfe, who 
has known Harman since he was 
10 years old. 

Shortly thereafter the harmonic 
voice of the Reverend Holly 
Ulmer, accompanied by pianist 
Helene Ensor blessed the food 
and pleased the crowd with God 
Bless America. 

Asked to address his guests, 
Harman rose enthusiastically to 
the occasion to thank those who 
had come to the celebration. 

Harman, who came to Greenbelt 
in 1947 and who has since moved 
to Riderwood, expressed difficulty 
with the transition; however he 
says he comes to Greenbelt, which 
he refers to as the Garden of Eden, 
every chance he gets. 

Harman says Greenbelt has 
given him “the opportunity to 
help the less fortunate.” He has 
also been a dedicated alumnus of 
the University of Maryland and 
its athletic clubs. Among his 
donations to the University of 
Maryland’s archives is a receipt 
for his cap and gown for $1.75.

munity organization representing 
all of the condominium and hom- 
eowner associations in Greenbelt 
East, the range of topics covered 
was broad and included citywide 
issues as well as matters relating 
to specific neighborhoods. 
Greenbelt East 

The first item dealt with the 
status of traffic-calming projects 
underway in the Greenbelt East 
neighborhoods utilizing city bond 
issue funds. City staff reported 
that about 80 percent of the pro- 
jected traffic-calming projects are 
complete. Work on three traffic 
circles (roundabouts) slated for 
Ora Glen Drive has not been 
completed because the estimated 
cost for construction exceeds the 
balance of the remaining bond 
funds. City staff will be making 
recommendations this spring on 
how to proceed. 

The long-awaited traffic signal at 
Greenbelt Road and Frankfort Drive 
(opposite the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School exit onto Greenbelt 
Road) has now been approved by 
the State Highway Administra- 
tion and should soon be installed. 
McLaughlin said if no progress has 
taken place in March, the city will 
follow up with state officials. 

Playground 

A progress report was provided 
on the status of playground work 
being done in Greenbelt East as 
part of the city agreement on 
taking over responsibility, where 
requested, for community play- 
grounds.

The second 
topic will consist of recommenda- 
tions to designate up to four new 
areas as forest preserve.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Areas expected to be proposed 
for inclusion are the recently ac- 
quired Sunrise property adjacent 
to the Beltway and the Holiday 
Inn, existing open-space park- 
land near Belle Point (southwest 
of Greenbelt Lake), Parcel 7 in 
Boxwood Village across from the 
“Buddy” Attick Park and the city 
police station and the land that has 
been designated as the site of the 
astronomical observatory adjacent 
to the Wolfe athletic fields at the 
east end of Northway. 

Davis encouraged GEAC to re- 
view the task force recommenda- 
tions when they are completed this 
year and advise council of any 
concerns or suggestions, especially 
relating to the Sunrise property. 

Development 

Heading the list of other 1tems 
of interest to GEAC that also 
impact other areas of the city was 
the current status of the develop- 
ment/redevelopment taking place 
in Greenbelt West. McLaughlin 
reported that approvals have been 
granted for two Greenbelt Station 
South Core residential projects. 
Both will be located along the 
connector road between the Metro 
Station area and Greenbelt Road. 
These include townhomes being 
developed by Pulte and apart- 
ments by Fairfield. Construction 
for both should begin this calendar 
year with residential occupancy 
expected in spring 2008. 

For the Greenbelt Station North 
Core, the development firm Petri 
Ross Ventures is actively pursuing 
a development plan of mixed-use 
residential/commercial/retail. The 
firm has purchased development 
rights to the Metro Station prop- 
erty from the Washington Metro- 
politan Area Transit Authority. 


GEAC members were provided 
the latest concept plan for the 
North Core development that is 
labeled Concept Plan (Progress 
Plan 11) for “Greenbelt Station 
Towne Centre.” Council has a 
meeting scheduled on Tuesday, 
March 27 with representatives of 
Petri Ross Ventures to discuss the 
evolving plan. 

The report was brief on the 
proposed redevelopment of the 
Springhill Lake apartments. The 
Preliminary Plan of Subdivision 
for the project has been deferred 
indefinitely by the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board. The 
important school location and 
capacity issue and the disposition 
of that issue by the county school 
board also remain unresolved. 

Likewise, the report on the pro- 
posed redevelopment of the rear 
portion of the Beltway Plaza Shop- 
ping center was brief, only noting 
the city’s strong concerns whether 
adding 1,400 residential units to 
the plan represents the best use. 

Other Items 

Other items getting only curso- 
ry attention on the agenda included 
the city’s efforts to achieve some 
control over street-side newspaper 
vending machines and efforts by 
the city and its municipal allies 
to obtain legislative authority for 
the aggregation of electric power 
distribution. 

The prospects of competition in 
telecommunications services and 
costs with the expectation that the 
city’s granting of a new, non-ex- 
clusive franchise to Verizon for its 
FIOS (fiber optics) service could 
have some beneficial impact on 
Greenbelt’s cable customers also 
was discussed. Sheldon Goldberg 
opined that the bottom line for

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him was which carrier was going 
to provide the most comprehensive 
array of major league baseball 
programming. Although no defi- 
nite timetable was provided, the 
city expects that the first residents 
to get FIOS service in Greenbelt 
would be those close to Lanham 
and the balance of residents by 
the end of 2007 or early 2008. 

In other updates, McLaughlin 
reported that county permits had 
been issued for the reconstruction 
of the city public works com- 
pound which should get underway 
this summer. City officials hoped 
the proposed lake park restroom 
facilities, to be done concurrently, 
would be constructed early in 
the project, as needed sewer and 
water improvements are to be 
done first. 

City plans for renovation of the 
Old Greenbelt Theatre are nearing 
completion and the Beltway Plaza 
Owners are well into their transfor- 
mation of the Academy 8 Theatres 
into stadium-style seating. 

The city is continuing its ef- 
forts to gain compliance with 
requirements that trash be placed 
in tightly closed containers rather 
than in plastic bags. 

Finally, GEAC members re- 
ceived an early budget outlook 
from city officials. According to 
the report, “the city’s economy 
looks healthy. Real property was 
assessed in 2006 and the assess- 
able base will grow strongly over, 
at least, the next three years.” 
On the down side, both the state 
and county are seeing a slow- 
down in revenue streams that 
could have an impact (on the 
city). McLaughlin expects to 
present his proposed FY08 budget 
to council on March 26.

Shoveling Snow 


Shoveling snow can be good 
exercise but can also cause seri- 
ous health problems. The sudden 
demand shoveling places on one’s 
heart can cause a heart attack. 

People need to know their 
limitations. Those most at risk 
for cardiac problems while shov- 
eling snow include anyone who 
has already had a heart attack, 
those with a history of heart dis- 
ease, high blood pressure or high 
cholesterol levels, smokers, the 
overweight and those with gener- 
ally sedentary lifestyles. 

What can people do to safely 
shovel snow? 

Before starting, avoid caffeine 
or nicotine, which are stimulants 
that cause blood vessels to con- 
strict while the heart rate increas- 
es, thus placing extra stress on 
the heart. Drink plenty of water 
— even though it is cold out it is 
still possible to get dehydrated. 

Dress in layers so clothing can 
be removed in layers if the wearer 
gets too warm due to exertion. 

Pick the right shovel — one 
that does not cause the user to 
hunch over in an uncomfortable 
or painful position. A smaller 
blade will also restrict the amount 
and weight of snow that can be 
picked up. Less snow on the 
shovel equals less strain on the 
body. 

Start slow, pace oneself and 
take breaks as needed. 

Bend at the knees not at the 
waist to avoid back injury. 

Listen to the body and stop 
if in pain or having difficulty 
breathing. 

This is a safety message from 
the Greenbelt Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee.

Board of Ed. Adds More to Budget for Services 


The Prince George’s County 
Board of Education has approved 
and sent to the County Execu- 
tive a $1.7 billion Fiscal Year 
2008 operating budget request 
for Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools. The Fiscal Year 
2008 Requested Annual Operating 
Budget represents an increase of 
12.7 percent, which will allow 
the school system to maintain 
selected programs and services, 
improve teaching and learning 
and fund the goals of the Bridge 
to Excellence Master Plan. 

The budget includes $10.4 mil- 
lion in expenditures recommended 
by the Board of Education as an 
addendum to the superintendent’s 
proposed budget. The board’s 


program improvements increase 
the number of mentor teachers; 
ensure middle school guidance 
counselors are staffed at a ratio 
of 1:250; provide art instruction 
once every two weeks in each el- 
ementary school (pilot program); 







provide character education in 10 
additional schools; increase the 
New Teacher Induction Program 
from three to five days; make ath- 
letic director at each high school 
an 1l-month position; provide a 
nurse in every school; provide a 
Masters in Education Program for 
science, math, and special educa- 
tion; increase music equipment 
inventory for students financially 
unable to rent; improve school 
system marketing efforts; in- 
crease degreed substitute pay to 
$100 daily short-term and $120 
daily long-term; enhance targeted 
special education services; and 
improve maintenance for portable 
classrooms. 

“While developing the ad- 
dendum, we focused on address-
